It was originally thought that the Dixie Youth Baseball Lea-

County Agent Ralph Hartzog 
over in Henry County is very 
proud of the yields that Henry 
County peanut farmers are 
making, James E, Mobley, pre- 
sident of the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Association, also 
from Henry, is very high on 
Henry County peanut pro- 
ducers, A lot of people have 
said in the past.that it is very 
difficult to make a high yield on 
a large peanut allotment, 

A few nights ago at the 
peanut recognition banquet I 
met Otis and Larry Marshall, 
both of Henry County. Believe 
it or not, they averaged 4235 
pounds of peanuts on a 435- 
acre allotment. 

I am mentioning this to 
emphasize the fact that Coffee 
County farmers with an ave- 
rage allotment of 20 acres or 
so ought to be making a lot 
more peanuts than they are 
making at the present time. 
It’s important to do everything 
as nearly right as possible 
whether you’re planting a few 
acres or hundreds! 


RATTLESNAKE WEED 

Rattlesnake weed, officially 
known as Florida betony, is 
some kind of pest in a lawn!! 
Grady Averett oftheShellField 
Road in Enterprise sentasam- 
ple in the other day, and we 
identified it. It is called 
rattlesnake weed because the 
underground tubers look like 
rattlesnake rattlers. Some 
folks say that this weed at- 
tracts snakes, 

Rattlesnake weed is harder 
to control than most weeks, 
Materials like Scotts Bonus S 
which contains Atrazine is ef- 
fective in holding and pre- 
venting growth of this grass. 
This material should be put out 
in February or in the late fall. 

In Bermuda grass and Zoy- 
sia lawns, two materials -- 
Trimec or Trexan - are eff- 
ective. These two herbicides 
are also effective on Spurweed 
which is also a bad pest,- If 
you can’t locate either of these 
materials, use 2, 4-D plus 
Silvex, If you just have a light 
infestation of regular broad- 
leaf weeds in your lawn, use 
2, 4-D and expect good re- 
sults,
